Another poison largely used instead 
of paris green is arsenate of lead. This 
has s o u k* advantages over the other. 
It romulus in solution longer, it a d ­ 
heres to the foliage better anil there 
is less danger of injury to the foliage. 
Tw o pounds of the arsen ate to fifty 
gallons of w ater is the right propor­ 
tion. 
'filiis may be added to the bor­ 
deaux mixture also. 
A substitute for the bordeaux is the 
lime-sulphur solution, and some fruit 
men prefer this when the trees are dor­ 
mant. 
This i< doubtless the best treatment 
for scales and nil sucking insects. 
The 
lime-sulphur is a commercial article 
and may he bought in all sized pack­ 
ages up to barrel size, 
(m e gallon of 
titisi to eight of w ater is Hie proper 
mixture, but does not apply to growing 
plants.

Many children see imperfectly owing 
to the errors in the shaoe of the eye­ 
ball. 
Many others see well within a 
certain range, but that range is ex­ 
tremely limited, frequently being with­ 
in the arm ’s length. 
A third type of 
defective vision is called astigm atism 
In this trouble the eyeball instead of 
being spherical is cylinderical. 
The 
child may see w*ell in certain planes, 
but have blurred vision in others. For 
example, in looking at the face of a 
clock he may see the 12 and 6, but be 
unable to see the 3 and 9. 
Children with defective vision are 
oftentim es considered dull, backward 
or stubborn and are punished. 
Re­ 
peated punishment leads to truancy 
and to the development of a rebellious 
disposition. 
It must be remembered 
that these children do not know that 
here is anything wrong 
with 
their 
\ ision. 
They have never seen clearly, 
do not know what perfect vision is, 
nd frequently are not aw are of their 
defects. 
In addition to astigm atism , the two 
most common troubles are farsighted­ 
ness and nearsightedness. In farsight­ 
edness the ball of the eye is shorter 
than it should be, and the rays of 
light are focused behind the retina. 
In the near sighted eye the ball is 
longer than it should 
be, 
and the 
ray s of light come to a focus in front 
of the retina. In early years of life 
Jar sightedness shows a tendency to 
decrease, whereas 
near 
sightedness 
tends to in c re a se . There is no power 
n th e eye itse lf to correct its fau lty 
vision. The normal eye possesses the 
power of accommodation,

jects near and far with equal ease. 
The near sighted child, however, can 
not do this, and as
